1/12/09  Matters  Arising 

9/1 1/08  Papers  from  Mr  Le  Crane:  currently  with  Tony 

4/09/09  Brackenber  Research  Excavations  Martin  R  tabled  2  copies  of  the  report.  Richard  will 
forward  one  to  CWAAS.  Copies  have  been  sent  to  the  Regional  Inspector,  English  Heritage, 

Cumbria  County  Council,  Historic  Environment  Record,  National  Monuments’  Record  and  to  the 
Golf  Club.  Martin  J  will  place  the  digital  version  on  the  web  site. 

Further  action  is  needed  to  complete  the  project.  An  expert  will  be  asked  to  examine  and  draw  the 
flints  and  compare  the  find  with  similar  assemblages  in  the  north  west.  The  carbonised  cereal  grains 
will,  it  is  hoped  be  suitable  to  be  sent  for  carbon  dating  and  a  report  is  to  be  prepared  for  publication  in 
CWAAS  Transaction.  Martin  to  follow  up  and  inform  Richard  of  costs,  who  will  then,  again,  approach 
CWAAS  for  funding. 

TIC  Exhibition  the  exhibition  was  set  up  and  used  again  at  the  conference

4/12/09  Future  Research 

1)  Martin  R  proposed  that  we  should  consider  further  investigation  of  the  probable  Roman  signal 
station  on  the  golf  course,  identified  by  the  Group’s  geophysics  study  in  May2009.  The  Golf  club 
have  given  permission  in  principal.  English  Heritage  are  looking  for  projects  and  might  provide 
funding  if  the  proposals  included  investigating  the  Roman  signalling  system  and  if  we  could  work 
with  the  North  Pennines  Heritage  Trust  to  include  a  study  of  Augill  signal  station,  where  the  Trust 


own  a  smelt  mill  complex.  Martin  previously  suggested  that  future  excavations  might  be  opened  to 
students.  It  would  take  time. 

2)  Summer  2010  field  work  Martin  J  suggested  that  it  would  be  interesting  to  look  at  the  caves  in  St 
George’s  Gill.  This  idea  was  supported  however  there  could  be  health  and  safety  issues  and  again 
Martin  R  will  report  back.
